Many of the names on tho map of 
South Africa are written in blood, 
as all the woild in general and the 
British empire in particular very 
well know. Now that the world is 
getting so well filled up men and 
women do not easily give their 
nam«s to new towns and countries, 
and heroes and celebraties nowadays 
have to he content, as a rule, to god- 
father the avenues and streets. 
But during the SiMith African war 
there have been certain names that 
that have occurred again and again 
— such names aslvimberly, F'rere, 
Colo'.iso, Ladysmith, Molento, Har 
rismith — which are serving to com- 
memorate the fame of <lifferent em- 
pire builders pf Gr«ai Britian of re- 
cent times. 

Only two of that group of great 
men who have given their names 
to decorate the map of Squth 
Africa, however, are alive to-day 
The one is Cecil Rhodes of 
Rhodesia, and the other is the 
Earl of Kimberley, who at the 
time of the discovery of the 
famous diamond mines which 
have been named after him was 
the Colonial Secretary of Great 
Britain. 

Sir .Tohn Charles Molento, who 
gave his name to the African coal 
mining district called Molento, was 
born in London early in the century, 
but went out to the Cape 18;U 
Ther<» ho took part in the relief of 
Blockdiift during the Kaffir war of 
1840, and was a member of the first 
C'tpe Government eight years later. 
He afterwani served as Colonial 
Secretary and as Premier, receiving 
his title four years befof^ hi* death, 
which took place in 188(1. 

Colenso gets its name from Bish- 
op Colenso, one of the most in- 
teresting eeclesiastical figures of the 
19th century. Asa theologian his 
originality of thought caused him to 
be looked upon with disfavor l>y 
many of his church brethreiMu Eng- 
land. As a mathematician, how- 
ever, his researches were both pro- 
found and valuable, and as a pub- 
licist he was usually to be found on 
the side of the Conservative 
thinkers. Many years of devoted 
labor as Bishop of Natal caused 
even his enemies to respect his 
name, and he quite deserved such 
recognition as he received at the 
hands of the atlai? makers. 

Fiere is named after Sir Bartle 
Frere, who once forme<l a spoke in 
the politcal wheel of (4l.ulstone, 
though, unlike his leader, ho was 
littk inclined '20 years ago to grant 
independence to the Transvaalers 
F(»r some time he was hitrli com- 
missioner in Sonth Africa. 

It was Sir Harry Smith who 
gave his name to the town of 
Ilarrismith, while his wife. Lady 
Smith, has a fair chance of one 
form of irainort-ality, because 
of the fact that tho military head- 
quarters of Natal has been named 
after her. Lady Smith was a 
Spanish lady who took lefuge 
in the liritish lines at the siege 
of Bodajoz, and there she met the 
English officer who later became her 
husband, and so indirectly caused 
hei to be put upon the.atlas.

A very interesting story of far- 
away China conies from the Deaf- 
Mute Institute of this city, which 
has to do with a former teacher of 
the Institute, who went to China 
from this city. 

It was in the spring of 1878 that a 
younu girl came to the Deaf-Mute 
Institute from Nunda. Miss An- 
netta Thompson was her name, and 
her marked ability as atcachersoon 
won her a prominent position in the 
school, where she remained as a 
valued instructor nniil 188(), when 
she w«nt to China to t»e mairied to 
Rev. Or. Charles R. Mills, the cere 
inony taking place at T^ng Chou 
After her marriage Mrs. Mills took 
charsre of a kindergarten connected 
with her husband's work, who was 
at the head of the mission work in 
Chang Chung province, under the 
Prestiytorian Boai-d of Foreign 
Missions. His duties took Dr Mills 
much away from home, and he 
frequently was traveling for weeks 
at a time through the province on 
his reeular itinerary. 

Duiing the tiips Dr. Mills had 
frequently occasion to ol>serve with 
wlijvf (!ruelty the Chinese treated 
their deaf-mutes, sending them into 
the streets to beg, and making 
them objects of contempt. The 
superstitious Chinese look upon 
their affliction as a visitation for 
some crime, and it is onsideivd a 
dt'cp disgrace. Frequently (hese 
little unfortunates disappear quite 
suddenly, and no one ever troul>les 
to ask questions. If he did h»< 
would prol)al)ly be told that the 
child was dead. 

Naturally Dr. Mills became in- 
terested in these poorwaits, especial- 
ly since a sou of his was an inmate 
of the Rochester School. Finally, 
owinsr to the solicitations of the 
pupils of tho school, or rather a 
missionary society of the school, and 
the deep sympathy of Mrs. Mills and 
her interest in the work, she took a 
child deaf-mute into h<>r own f.imily, 
about a year after her iirrival in 
China, for the purpose of experi- 
menting. The inissionaiy .society 
of the Rochester School maintained 
this child, as it had formerly been 
supporting two Indian children in 
Madras. The pupils of the school 
became deeply interested in the 
unfortuate Chinese children similar- 
ly afflicted as themselves when l)r. 
Mills describe<l their sufferings up- 
on a visit which he made to this 
cotintry in J885. The pupils of the 
institnte were anxious to see if 
something could not be done to- 
wanls establishing a better stale of 
affairs,' and the ex|)eriment was 
begun as state<l by Mrs. Mills tak- 
ing one child into her family. 

In le.ss than a year a second child 
was added, and a little later several 
others, and of course the work soon 
crew l)eyond the efforts of the little 
missionary society of the 'nsiitute. 
Mrs Mills tauirht the l)oy Chinese, 
atid this was consiilered little short 
of a miracle by the ignorant natives. 
Through the work the interpreter 
hail done with her while she w.^s 
learnini; the Chine.se languaue, he 
learneil how Mrs. Mills taught the 
detf, and was thus enabled to afford 
her much assistance. As her home 
cares increa.sed, and her own chii<l 
was Ivorn, Mrs. Mills made still 
frutheruseof the native instructor 
At first he was greatly amazed at 
hei great facility in mastering the 
Chinese language, and he noticed 
that, when he taught her, she wrote 
certain characters, and he rtsked the 
meanini: of the queer marks. Then 
she explained to him the method of 
vi.si»>le speech, the invention of 
Professor A. Melville Bell, which, 
in written symtiols, shows the posi- 
tion of the vocal organs while emit- 
ting certain sounds. This had en- 
nlded Mrs. Mills to very quickly 
master the Chinese language, and is 
valuable to students in acquiring 
easily any foreign tongue. 

Mr. Li, the Chinaman, under 
Mrs. Mills's direction, took charge 
of the children, the number havinsr 
increased so that a separate house 
had lobe'built for them in the com- 
pound, in 1880. This contiiiued for 
two years under Mrs. Mills's care, 
with Li doing the teaching and 



11^ Mrs. Li taking charge ot the home 
life of the children. From 1892 to 
1894, Dr. and Mrs. Mills were in 
this country, leaving their little 
school in charge of Mr. and Mrs. Li, 
whe conducted it during their 
al)sence very satisfactorily. 

In 189'2 the phonetic alphabet was 
invented by Edmond Lyon, of this 
city, which is 'mscd like the visible 
.xpeech, on the position of the vocal 
organs a\id, as it is a universal 
manual, it was put into use l>y Mrs. 
Mdls in her little school in Teng 
Chou. 

U\nm the r.Murn- of Dr. and Mrs 
Mills to China in 1894, found a 
number of more deaf-mutes in his 
tours thro.igh the province, and his 
.symi)!ithi<'s were deeply aroused, es- 
pecially since he had taken his deaf- 
mute son back with him. They 
were planniiiir to increase the 
number of ptipils in the school, and 
enlarge the accommodations, wh<«n 
Dr. Mills died, in 189.'j. The school 
continued under Mrs. Mills's super- 
vision until tho close of the Chinese 
year, in 189(), when the Pre.sbyteri- 
ian Board of Foregin Mission in- 
formed Mrs. Mills that she must 
abandon this work, as the limita- 
tions of the board were closely de- 
fined. For two years Mrs. Mills 
acted as regular missionarj- to the 
women of the province, and the 
little school was closed. 

All of this time the Rochester 
school had eontrilmted money 
sufficient for the mainteriance of 
one or two children, though the 
foreign school had long outgrown 
and gotten beyond the scope of the 
little mission here. So the pupils 
here set about interesting other 
schools all over the country, 
through the medium of the little 
weekly piper published at the insti- 
tute. They met with cordial 
respon.<«es, and funds were con- 
trilmled towards a building and the 
increased expenses of the school, 
^rs. Mills was strongly urged liy 
friends in Chiiia and the United 
States to resume her special work, 
and in January, 1898, she removed 
to Chee Foo, with the consent of 
the board of foreign missions, and 
tho Rochester school bet-aine spon 
sor foi her support. 

The school in Chee Fmt opened in 
April with nine boys, and for two 
years they occupied a luiilding in- 
tended originally for a Chine.se inn, 
but wliich was completed for her 
work. Ultimately this building be- 
came iintonat>le, owing to its envi- 
ronment, and she wasoldiged to find 
other quarters. In January of 1900 
she moved into a new btiildinj' 
erected for hei, » under the 'man- 
agement of a local committee com- 
posed of the following: United 
States Consul fowler; Rev. George 
Cornell, New Jersey; Rev. VV. 
Eltrich, of Entiland, and tVilliam 
Ru.ssell, an architect sent out by 
England for certain specified work, 
who gave his services to ilie little 
school. 

Ljust Deceiiiber .Mr (.'ornwall 
visited ihisicity and told al)ont Mrs. 
Mil's's work. She had thirteen 
pupils in the Spring of last year. 
Of course it bec.ime neccssarv to 
close the school during the disturb- 
ances of last summer, as it was 
locatoil in the east«ide of the city, 
but a few hundred yards from the 
.shore of the harbor, ami on the 
slope of a hill on the top of which 
is the Chinese foitification which 
marks the Eastern limit of the city 
At that time this was filled with 
Chinese soldiers and Krupp guns, 
and all of the l>est nuinitiims of war 
which Germany could furnish. 
Mrs. Mills was safe from personal 
harm during all this tryins; time, 
owinsi to the piesenci> in the haibor 
of the gn»at men of-war of all 
nations, and the natives understood 
peTfectly that any violence offered 
the foreiyaeis within the city would 
meet with swift retribution, an<l 
they were not anxious to face the 
muzzles of the big guns. There 
were many Ihreatenings, however, 
but the consuls reassured Mrs Mills 
and told her that at the first sign of 
danger she and her friends would 
be conducted to a place of safety. 

The school has been reopene<l 
since quiet was restore*!, and is 
progressinuf finely. Parents ar«> 
taught that the unfortunate chil- 
dren should be treated with ureater 
kindness, because of their affliction, 
instead of wi'h cruelty. 

The children at the Deaf-Mute 
Institute are now makmg prepara- 
tions for an Easier sale for the 



benefit of the Cliinese school, and 
any who aie interested in Mn. 
Mills's work cannot better help it 
than by patronizing this sale. The 
pupils of the school will deeply ap- 
preciate any contributions which 
may be made to the work. Last 
January they sent $12.5, and remit- 
tances were also sent last Septemper 
and June. Of course the work has 
pas.sed quite beyond the stipport of 
any school or t)oaid, and is now uni- 
versal in its scope, receiving sup- 
port from manv different parts of 
the world, including contributions 
from England, Switzerland, United 
States, Canada and even China it- 
self contributes a small amount. — 
Rochester, N. F., Democrat and 
Chronicle, April 6.

The chMdreii wear wooden 
shoes, and the little girls are dress- 
ed in quaint caps and aprons. 

But, strangest of all the strange 
things in Holland are the dikes, or 
.sea walls, which keep the sea from 
pouring over the land and drown- 
ing all the people. For Holland, 
you must know, is a very low 
country, and it lies close beside the 
ocean. Nothing bnt tne strong 
dikes could keep the angry waves 
away from the very doors of the 
people of Holland.' 

You can easily imagine, then, 
how careful the Dutch people guaro 
the strong sea walls. They know 
that their homes and their lives 
would be at the merCy of the sea if 
once the dikes should be broken.

HtTPT. F. W. METCALF TO RESIGN 
ON JUNE 30. 



The Annual Report of the 
Mi«ckay Institution, of Mnnireal, 
Canada, contains the following: — 

"The first hcIiwI for teaoliint: 
(■pe««ch to thf deaf was opened, in 
18^6, in Chelmsford, Mass , with 
five pupils."

York Institution has many times 
disputed the <5laim that Chelm<»for<J,

lisb a school for the education of 
the deaf in New York Slate, which 
resulted in the incorporation and 
f-sfablishment of The New York 
Institution for the Education of the 
Deaf and Dumb, r-ontiniifs as fol-

Some four weeks u^o it was 
rumored that Siipt F. W. Melcalf 
of the State School for the Deaf 
contemplated sendin>< in his resijrna- 
tion. lie was interviewed at the 
time and stated that the rumor ha<l 
no basis in fact and that he did not 
eonlemplato any such action To- 
day, however, he stated that 
developments late last evening 
CHUsed a changed in his plans, and 
he will send in his re8i«nation at 
the next meetin^of the lx>ard, which 
will he Friday. At this meetinu 
the board will b« reorganized ujwn 
account of the entrance of the n«»w 
memi>er, F. W. Chambers, but there 
is no question but Bishop VVat8<jn 
will I emain chairman and Mrs. (^orey 
SM-retary as now. A number of 
applications will be received from 
parties wishing to succeed Mr. 
Metcair, and all these, with one 
exception, will come from persons 
outside this state, as it is necessary 
lo have some one who is acquainted 
practically with mefho<ls of instruc- 
tion in vogue as well as practicnl 
business methods. The cause of 
Mr. Metcalf's resignation is that he 
hag purchased a half interest in the 
K. S. <fe L. ranch, in the Snake 
Itiver valley in Eastern Oreiton and 
expects to take charjie of it His 
resignation will take effect on June 
30, at the end of the fiscaJ year. 

Mr. Metcalf has been identified 
with the institution sin^ie July 1, 
1889, and has been in charge twelve 
years. At that time the school was 
a department of the University of 
Utah and was conn«cted with that 
institution for seven years after- 
ward. At the time most of the 
pupils were aduets, and as thedisci- 
plinetiad lieen lax, were hard to con- 
trol. .Mr. Metcalf was instrumental 
in getting an appropriation for 
8,5,500 for a new l)nilding in 1890, 
and in 1392 introduced speech 
instruction. In Decemt)er, 1895, 
all funds were exhausU'd, and he 
carried the ins' it ut ion along for 
three months, paying all expense 
until reimbursed by the legislature 
Mr. Metcalf aided materially in 
securing the removal of the institu- 
tion to Oiideu. His work has Iteen 
recognized as 'of the highest stand- 
ard and he has l)een honored by the 
national organizatiod with the jmsi- 
tion of chairman of the western 
local committee. He has been en- 
gajfed in this work for the past 17 
years.

Peter M. B.»iiien8kilde of Cabrey, 
III, lins invented a clock lliat will 
run a year, perhaps longer, without 
attfuitifui. It was sfarttid August 
20, 1898, and has nf)t stopped or hist 
or gainefl time since. The clock is 
run with a wheel sixty inches in 
circiimfereiice. From the outer sur- 
face of iJm wheel are suspenfled 120 
cups, each one-half inch in tlia- 
ineier, ami a third of an inch deep. 
Ff)rly of the^e cups contain steel 
l)alls thr»*e-eigliths of an inch in dia- 
meter. Every minute and a half, 
as this wheel turns by the weight of 
the balls, one of Ihem fallsoiil of its 
Clip aiifl rf)lls flown an inclined 
plane twenty intdies long, when by 
its own weigjii, it reunites a broken 
circuit of elect rifiity and is elevated 
by a lillle car traveling ahmg an 
inclincfl plane It) tim tf)p f)f tlm 
wheel, wiiere it falls intf) a cup 
which stands verlical for a slifirt 
time. After the ear dischart;es its 
cargo it returns to its original sta- 
tion by ilji,own weight. From the 
tin)e f)ne f)f these* b.tlls is flroppcd 
into a cuj) until it is again dropped 
into another ciip il travels 'M\ inch- 
es. Thus the work flouf* by all the 
balls is ofiuivalent to on(> ball travtd- 
ing over a mile a day, 400 miles in 
fine year, and in sixty years the 
distance around the glf)be. The 
electricity used is generated in an 
fiidinarj' storage battery.

Htanl exereiNe in talking with iheni. 
At the beginning of his leelure, h« 
said lh(^re were two thingn to be 
guarded agaitiHl in aecidents that 
drew blood. 'IMie lirNt was exec^ssive 
bleeding, aixl the seeond geriUN. 
The appliealion of oarholio ac'id di- 
luted in fortj' titneR as much water — 
in a general way, a lea8[)()on of car- 
bolie acid to a tumblerful of watei — 
would protect the i)art: from germs. 
Ho told how to (liHtintfuiHh between 
a Blight cut, a severed vein, or ar- 
terial bleeding. He then explained 
what to do in each caHe. lie follow- 
ed with clear and Hiinple explana- 
tions concerningHpraiiis, anil how to 
allay the pain. Then followed a 
chapter on ciraplo and compound 
fracl.ureH of bones. Next was re- 
medies for poisons, taken internally, 
or by bilrCH of poixonous ropliles or 
insectn. Then came a chaptc'r on 
scalds or burns. With William 
ScoU AbraniH as the subject, he 
showed how to stanch the flow 
of blood, handle a case of 
bone fracture, rentoro a fainting 
person or one jjioslrated bj' sun- 
stroke; and, last of all, how to re- 
store life to drowned persons. He 
was rewarded with a round of ap- 
plau.se and congratulations at the 
close. His sign delivery was mas- 
terful in its simplicity and clearnes.^, 
and if is likely that many a life will 
be sav(«d by proniftt and intelligent 
action on the purl of some of those 
who attended the lecture.

I am indebted to the kindness of 
Fii-st-Sergeant A. Stern for the 
following account of the Conver- 
sazione of the American Institue of 
Electrical Engineering, held at 
Columbia University, Friday even- 
ing, April 12th. 

" On Friday evening last, arrayed 
in their cadet gniy unifornifi, and 
looking both spick and span, eight 
of the ca<let8 under the care of 
Instructor of Military Tactics, W. 
II. Van Tassell, entered the Engi- 
neering Building of Columbia Uni- 
versity. They went there as a 
number of Mr M. R. Hutchison's 
pupils for that evening, for it 
was to be a Conversazione of 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineering, and Mr. HutohiSon 
hid brought his two inventions, 
known as the Akoulalion and 
Akouphone there to show what a 
help they are to the deaf. There 
were fully four thousand present, 
who vvatched the effect of those in- 
ventions on the deaf. Upon the 
cadets' arrival on the campus, it 
was fonnd that they were quite 
esirly, and having time to spare 
before the opening, they made a 
throughout lour of the Engineering 
and Chemistry buihlings. There 
were many things, whicir were both 
new and seemed wonderful to the 
boys. Eloolricity and electrical in- 
ventions of all kinds were seen. 

Among the noted electricians 
that were thei-e, and seen by the 
boys, weie Thomas A. Edison, 
Nicola Telsa, Prof. Pupin and R 
H. Palmer. The electric inventions 
of Telsa, Pupin and Palmer-, were 
all seen by the boys, who gazed 
at them with wonderment. After 
the tour, they all returned to the 
room, where the Akouphone was, 
and in the presence of many, each 
of the cadets had a trial on the two 
inatrurnenis, and did quite well. 
Orris Benson, our deaf and dumb 
and blind pupil, was the chie** at- 
traction of the evening. He has 
learneil about a dozen words, and 
when they were spoken to him, he 
replied promptly. Mr. Van Tassell 
assisted Mr. Hutchison, for while 
one of them handled the Akou 
phone, the other the Akoulalion. 
When the mirsic, which is brought 
to the Akouphone from a phono- 
graph, reached the ear-s of those who 
held the earpiece, faint smiles rose 
to their faces, for they were rather 
thrilled by its sound. Some had 
never heard music for mnny years, 
iind Orris Benson, who by many 
tests of the Akoubilion has learned 
to understand what was played by 
the miisic, kept time with it by 
drumming upon the table at which 
he sat. From half-past eight till 
twelve o'clock this work was kept 
up, and at that time, after light re- 
freshment, the inei'ting closed. The 
boys were by that time quite tii-etl 
but still hav)py, and started on their 
way b;ick to .school with rather a 
slow step. They arrived home some- 
what in the " wee sma' hours," an i 
went to their r*>sting places, and 
probably dr-eamed they \ver»> in an 
other world of happiness, listening 
to the charms of music, etc.
